The defendants are merchants tailors, 
whose principal establishment i. in Leeds, 
and who have rn meróns branch houses in 
the principal towns in Ireland and Great 
Biitain. During the years 1921 and 1922 
tim defendants had carried on their business 
at their branches in Cork and Dublin im 
anch a way as to de-eive the public into 
tha belief that certain tweeds sold by them 
were manufactured, produced ov furnished by 
tha plaintiffs. On the 9th September Mr. 
Patrick Reidy called at the defendants’ 
Cork house to purchase a suit of clothes, and 
told the manager or agent that he wanted 
cloth of Irish manufacture. He chore a 
suiting, which, the manager stated, had been 
monnfactured by the plaintiffs. The suit- 
ing was in a roll, around a piece of card 
board, and attached to the piece of « cdboard 
wa a label, bearing the words—*' Athlone 
Tweed." Mr. Reidy was dissatis® with 
t+ quality of the su°', and drew ‘he atten- 
tion of the plaintiffs to it. The suit was 
examined, and was found to be of material 
composed of shoddy, twisted along with a 
cotton thread for strencth, and of a very 
low class. It was not manufactured by the 
plaintiffs. 
The defendants had continned, since the 
issue of the writ, to pass off inferior cloths, 


the plaintifis. About May, 1922. in their 
branch in Henry street, Dublin, the defen- 
dants represented to a Mr. O'Reilly that a 
certain suiting which they had for sale was 
“Shannon Mills” cloth. This description 
deceived Mr. O’Reilly into believing that the 
cloth had been manufactured by the plain- 
tiffs. It was not manufactured by the plain- 
tiffs, and was an inferior cloth, made of 
shoddy and cotton. The plaintiffs claime 
ai injunction and other relief, : 
The defendants traversed the alleged 
causes of action in their defence. 

The consent settling the action provided 
that the defendants should pay to the plain- 
tiffs, within one month, the sum of £171, 
being the amount expended by the plaintiffs 
(other than as costs) in connection with the 
matters in issue in the action; and that the 
defendants should furnish to the plaintiffs a 
wiitten apdlogy, in the following terms :— 
“The plaintiffs in this action have com- 
plained that we, the defendants, sold cloth 
which we represented to be of their manu- 
facture, and which was not, in fact, of such 
manufacture. We believe that through in- 
advertence on the part of some’of our em- 
ployés that this happened, and we hereby 
apologise to the plaintiffs for any loss, in- 
convenience, or annoyance thereby caused to 
them, and we undertake in future not to use 
the word ‘Shannon’ or the word ‘ Athlone 
at descriptive of any woollen manufactures 
other than those of the plaintiffs, and we 
admit the exclusive sight of the plaintiffs to 
the use of the words ‘Athlone’ and 
‘Shannon’ as descriptive of goods of 
woollen mafiufacture.’’ 

The consent also provided that the apology 
should be published, at the defendants’ ex. 
pense, jn three issues of the Jrish Times, 
Freeman's Journal, Irish Independent, and 
of a Cork newspaper to ba named by the 
plaintiffs, and al: nce in the Westmeath 
Independent. The consent farther provided 
fo: the payment by the defendants of the 
plaintiffs’ costs of the action. 

The Master of the Rolls made an order in 
the terms of the consent.

Mr. FitzgGibbon, K.C., moved an amend- 
ment to Section 12 (Sub-section 7), which 
deals with the mode of payment of compen- 
sauon. The sub-section provided that the 
Minister for Finance might by Order create 
securities bearing such rate of interest, and 
subject to such conditions as to repayment, 
redemption, or otherwise, as be thinks fit. 

Mr, FitzGibbon’s amendment was that the 
interest should not be less than 4 per @ent. 
per annum. He hoped, he said, that the 
Minister in charge of the bill would give the 
House some idea as to the nature of the 
security which would be issued in part pay- 
ment of the compensation. It was 
in the bill that the applicant should receive 
part of the compensation in cash and the 
residue in securities of some description. It 
appeared to him that it was essential 
that the Act should contain some indication 
oí the nature of the security that was to be 
given in leu of cash. 

Mr. FitzGibbon also moved an amendmént 
to the effect that the period of redemption 
et the securities should not exceed twenty- 
five years, or some other specified period. 

Mr. Johnson said that grá si to the 
amendment, and he thought that the rate of 
interest shonid not be more than 4.per cent. 

Mr. Cosgrave said that he could not accept 
the ‘amendments, and the House, by a 
Majority, rejected them.

COULD NOT AFFORD IT.. 


Mr. Cosgrave said that they had never been 
asked if they were to be satisfied with the 
houses being provided in England and in Bel- 
fast. If they were looking to the State to 
build better houses and to make up the 
differencé, then he answered that the State 
could not afford it. He said that something 
| was radically wrong, and it was not the fault 
of the builders. No person would think of 
wasting money in house-building now, 
although it was an investment in pre-war 
days. 

Mr. Blythe (Minister for Local Government) 
said that standard wages were arrived at as 
a result of mutual pressure put upon workers 
and employers; having regard to economic 
circumstances, market conditions, and outside 
competition. That pressure frequently took 
the form of strikes and lock-outs, and the 
Government had the duty of “keeping the 
ring. ' 

It was, therefore, undesirable that the Go- 
vernment should become involved im the dis- 
putes which had the effect of fixing wages 
from time to time, for they would thus 
knock out the machine by which fhe 
standard wage was arrived at.
